Detroit, Mich., Sept. 12, 1930 
The Antioch News, 
Antioch, Illinois. 

Just^ before I left Antloch for De- 
troit I promised a representative of 
the News, that If there was anything 
of Importance in the lino of events 
historical or otherwise that I thought 
would he Interesting to the readers 
of the News I- would In a brief and 
condensed way make the t^tempt 
to describe It and at the same time 
stand by my promise. 

We left Antloch quite early In the 
morning of Sept. 1, and after leaving 
Chicago came through by the way 
of the fruit belt, St. Joe, Kalamazoo 
and other smaller towns on the way. 
I waa expecting to see an abund- 
ance of fruit, such as apples, pears, 
peaches, etc., but I presume on ac- 
count of the unfavorable conditions 
In the early spring and the severe 
drouth during the summer, they 
were not plentiful. The grape 
crop and muak melons, Judging by 
the many small fruit stands on the 
road side, I would Imagine was a 
normal crop, but the extreme dry 
season has been very detrimental to 
the cropa and all kinds of vegetation. 
Many farmers were cutting the corn 
that was drying up for feed In order 
to save what little nourishment was 
left in the stalk. I have every reason 
to believe that the drouth here In 
eastern Michigan la far moro severe 
than It Is In Illinois, for apparently 
the pasture lands are dry and dead 
and many flelda and tracts .had been 
burned over bare and scarcely a sign 
of vegetation remalniug. On our way 
here wo occasionally would atop at a 
filling station to refill and I asked a 
man who had a little fruit stand on 
t)ie roadaldo how long it had been 
since they had rain and he said that 
it was so long ho could not remem- 
ber. Since I have been here we 
have had one or two light showers, 
but not enough to penetrate the soil. 
Of late I have had ample oppor- 
tunity to see considerable of the sur- 
rounding country and I notice there 
are many forms not being cultivated 
and Instead of crops an ample produc- 
lon of weeds. A large propor- 
tion ot farms have been subdivided 
and I suppose waiting for a change In 
the existing conditions when there 
may be moro of a demand created. 
But In my estimation I think that sub- 
dividing BO many farms and allowing 
them to go back to nature uncultivat- 
ed and the; buildings to deteriato Is 
not ^to^* b'o desired,- but porhapa 
in time when normal conditions 
aro roatored there .may.vbe -.a--better 
demond, Detroit irill- be obliged to 
apread out tar beyond my expecta- 
tlonV to incorporate all thoae farma 
and traota within tta borders.

Retuaing to vacate a judgment 
order sending Robert C. Abt, H. P. 
Lowry, and Richard Macek, Antloch 
men to Jail for contempt of court, 
Circuit Judge Edwards D. ShurtlefC 
yesterday denied a motion to alter 
the verdict rendered at the hearing 
July 29. 

As a result the fines and jail sen- 
tences stand as follows. Abt, 10 
days and |200 fine; Lowry, 30 days 
and 3200 fine, and Macek, 00 days In 
the county Jail. 

Will Appeal Case 

The sentences were originally stay- 
ed wheu George W. Field was ap- 
pointed "friend of the court" who 
thus became solicitor for the three 
men. On motion of Field, now re- 
tained as counsel for the defendants, 
a stay of execution of 10 days waa 
granted and 60 days allowed to file 
a bill of exceptions to carry the case 
up on an appeal . 

Dibble Dismissed - 

The case against Constable Sidney 
Dibble, originally named as one of 
the defendants cited for contempt, 
was dismissed. Dibble carried out 
services on legal papers for the de- 
fendants, and was used simply "as a 
tool", according to the Judge, wha 
declared the defendants were guilty 
of tactics savoring of rackets and 
holdups.

PROHIBITION AND PROSPERITY 
By PHILIP T. BOHl 
There are varying opinions ns to 
what extent Prohibition has actually 
contributed toward prosperity. There 
nro some extremists who attribute 
the whole of our prosperity In recent 
years to Prohibition, while there are 
other extremists who claim that It 
has added nothing to our prosperity, 
and further feel that It has been a 
liindrance. Doubtless a majority of 
us stand on the middle sround con- 
cerning thiy. 

.Inst to the extent which Prohibi- 
tion may have contributed toward 
the iirohperity ot tho past decade It 
Irt dlfllcult lo ascertain with any de- 
gree of t;i*rtalnty. The fact does re- 
main, however, that since Prohibi- 
tion ha.s come there has been a 
change for the belter in various 
ruspccts. There are numerous fac- 
tors which duubtlt-HM enter In as in- 
iluences In that direction. Uegaril- 
less ot whatever other factors may be 
taiteii into consideration certain facta 
seem to point toward Prohiblllon as 
one. if not the chief factor, in bring- 
ing about the prosperity which -we as 
a nation have enjoyed In tho decade 
which has Just passed. 

Among the various realms In 
which wo have noteil Improvement 
are Is that of a decline of death rate. 
Census Ilgures show us that In 1914 
the deathrate per thousand was 13.G. 
In 1924, tour years after Prohibition 
went Into effect tho death rale was 
11.8. In 1914 tho death rale from 
alcoholism was 4.9 per 100,000. In 
1920 this rate fell down lo exactly 1. 
per 100,000. 

Concerning the arrests for Intoxi- 
cation. In 1914 there were 193 per 
every 10.000 population. In 1920 that 
figure fell to 6G for tho same popida- 
tlon. This was an enormous de- 
.crease in such arrests in the first 
year of Prohibition. 

Tho amount spent for public educa- 
tion has been greatly increased. In 
1910 wo spent $00,123,000 for. public 
education. This Includes tho amounts 
for public elementary and secondary 
schools as well as for colleges and 
professional achools and for voca- 
tional education by the aovernment. 
In 1922, just twelve years later, wo 
spent $1,873,970,000, In these oduca- 



tlonal institutions. There are also 
more students In our colleges and 
universities. In 1914 there were 372.- 
422 young mes and women in our 
colleges and universities. Ten years 
later there were 618.555 who attend- 
ed Institutions ot higher learning. 

The Increases amount of milk con- 
.turned might be considered a trend I 
toward prosperity. In 1917 we drank | 
42.4 gallons per capita and In .1925 we 
drank 54.7 gallons per capita. Milk- 
men tell us that Prohibition Is re- 
sponsible for this Increase of milk 
consumption. 

We hear so nuich about the crime 
wave and that our prisons are so 
much over crowded while the Ilgures 
from the census bureau have a dirfer- 
tut story to tell particularly regard- 
ing the increase of crime. In 1910 
the prison population was 121.2 per 
100,000 general population, lu 1923 
our prison poimlatlon was only 99.7 
for the same population. Figures 
concerning pauperism also give us 
reason to be encouraged. In 1910 
the Inmates ot our almshonsea were 
91.5 per 100.000 population while in 
1923 there were only 71.5. a decrease 
of 20 per 100.000 population. During 
the ten years from 1914 to 1924 our 
savings deposits Increased from $4,- 
933.S8C.000 lo $8,439,855,000. The lu- 
ereaaed number of automobiles 
may also bo an Index to our 
prosperity. The number ot cars 
registered lu 1919 wcro 7.5G5,44C, 
while In 1925 there were 19,954,347 
cars registered In tho United States. 
These aro only a few of the evi- 
dences of our prosperity lu the past

This fall weather brlngfl to mind 
many thlnga — bAnflroR. enrcorn, 
Indian summer. and masauerado 
parties. .Thia week you will bo given 
the benefit of a suKBeBtlon which 
comofl In very opportunely with the 
fieason ol the year. Mlas Pearl 
Hughes, who has been a misfllonary 
In India for five yearn, tells bow oho 
could masquorade as an Indian (from 
India— not wild American Indians — 
■wo have plenty of those.) This la 
«urely a new stunt! necnuse of the 
dlifferenco In social rank, or caste, in 
India, there naturally is a very decid- 
ed ditforeuco In their manner of 
dreasluK. For drosseH, the Ihdlan 
■Women take seven or eight yards of 
cloth, and drape it about themaolvcB 
In folds. 'This Is called a sari. Oroon 
is the mourning color and black and 
■white Indicates Bemi-morning, bo one 
should not choose these colors for a 
party. White Is moat common in 
Bengal, red in the southern part of 
India, and the paatel ahades are used 
In the mountains. If the women are 
wealthy enough they wear a kind of 
open sandal; otherwise they go bare- 
toot Of' courae, at a moBauorade, 
one would naturally chooae the moat 
ottective costume. Some of the 
wealthiest native Indiana have aarla 
that have been handed down through 
the generations from mother to 
daughter. They are v6ry beautiful, 
being woven with gold thread, and 
aro trimmed with gold. Some of the 
women acrew their hair up In a knot, 
othera let It hang; but all keep It 
heavily plastered with coconut oil. 
Beads or bands are often worn 
acroflB the forehead. One unique 
custom. Is that when they wish to 
honor aomeone they place a wreatb 
of flowers about his neck. Beads 
and jewelry are worn aa a matter of 
courao. The Indian -*'women=fl-handa 
are very tiny, and they wear the moat 
diminutive braceleU. To complete 
the coalume. one might carry a bou- 
quet of flowers— marlgolda bunched 
tightly together Into a round bouquet, 
fringed with green fern. 

This certainly Is a novel Idea, Isn't 
It? If you have some old Qooda lying 
around In a trunk, why not deck 
yourself out as an Indian maiden for 
the next masquerade party?

and to keep the material from stick- 
Ing to the bottom and scorching. 

In dyeing cotton, linen and silk, 
bring the dye solution to a boil slow- 
ly and continue to boil It gently for 
20 10-30 minutes, or until the color Is 
deep enough to match the desired 
shade. Hang near the dye bath a 
sample of similar goods of tho de- 
aired shade and It will be easier to 
toll when tho garment la approaching 
the desired shade and how much 
more dye la necesaary. Part ot the 
sample should be wet. for any color 
shows much darker when the mater- 
ial is wet. 

In dyeing wool, keep the dye bath 
Just below the boiling point, so that 
there will bo no unnecessary shrink- 
age. However, if the color runs ex- 
cessively in the rinsing waters, put 
tho garment back In the bath and boll 
It, making allowance later for shrink- 
age. 

After dyeing, rinse the garment 
through aa many waters as necessary 
until the color ceases to run. It Is a 
good plan to allow the garment to 
dry before rinsing, especially In dark 
colors and blacks, as a better union 
sooma to bo obtained between the 
fibre and the dye and thus less color 
IB lost In the rinsing water. The 
garment looks hotter If pressed while 
BtUl damp. - . .' -- • -

Relation to the Scliool Luncii 
Body tlasues Jnclude all tho mater- 
ials of which the body la made— 
muscles, bones, nerves and blood. 
Minerals, proteins, and water aro the 
tlaauo building factors. Milk, and 
moat, egg or cheeae aandwlchea will 
furnlah protein and minerals. Moat 
fruits and ralalns alao contain min- 
eral salts. 

To oporato the lungs, cause tho 
heart to beat, etc, requires food, tho 
regulatory factors being mineral 
Baits, vitamins, water, and bulk, 
•which may all be found in fresh trults 
for thft lunch box. ^. ^ , 

Energy Is tho third factor, which is 
vitally neceaaary to ball-playing boys,

At a time when the economic de- 
prosalon In tho country causes us to 
ponder seriously whenever wo part 
with a dollar. It behoovea ua to con- 
aider how we can save by making 
over and touching up the old clothes. 

Today we will think only about 
dyea. So many tblnga can bo done 
with dyea. Often, after one trial, 
one becomes discouraged and never 
again looks at a dye. But this la due 
probably to her lack of knowledge 
about tho varloua kinds and uaoa of 
of dyea. There aro . two general 
typos of package dyes. One type 
ot materials and Is 



may be used by the housowlfe for 
giving delicate colors to clothes. 

Preparing the Clothes for Dyeing 
Every garment to bo dyed must 
first be cleaned thoroughly, either by 
dry cleaning or washing, aa stained 
or spotted parts will not take the 
color evenly. If tho garment la to bo 
made over, rip out tho hem, as the 
heavy seams and hems will not take 
the dye as evenly as one thickness. 
Snaps or hooka and oyes should also 
be removed. 

It la often tho inoat "alow but auro" 
courae to remove the original color 
from tho gooda to be dyed. 

Preparing the Dye Bath 
Any granite or tin pan may bo used 
to hold the dye bath. \VoIgh the gar- 
ments, as the directions on tho pack- 
ago usually Indicate a certain amount 
of dyo for every pound of material to 
be dyed.., (Dissolve tho ordinary 
package of dye In one quart ol hot 
aoft water. Strain through choeao 
cloth to remove undissolved parti- 
cles.) Enough water ahould be used 
to entirely Immerse tho gooda and to 
allow room for atlrrlng. The mor- 
dant, to help aet the color (uaually 
aalt and vinegar) is then added In cor- 
rect proportions, A wise precaution 
la not to add at ono time all the dye 
called for In tho directions. It about 
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dyes all kinds 

called general dye. Tho other dyea 

either wool and allk (aninial fibers) half la added at tho start, more can 
and la called special dyo. Dyo sonpa be added duHng tho dyeing to bring 

' to the ahado dealred. 

Directions for Dyeing 
Wot tho cloth thoroughly In warm 
water ao that the dye will penetrate 
evenly. Spread out the folds of tho 
garment carefully as it is Immersed 
in tho dye bath. During tho dyeing 
process atlr tho gooda with a wooden 
stick to help distribute the dyo evenly

Tho report, howover» after 
referring to recent proposals that na« 
tlonal banks bo elvcn branch banking 
XWWOTB •within the biislncflB tf^rrltory 
eurroundlnB their location, declarea 
that "we do not bcllova that ao-callcd 
trado-area* branch banklnV la likely 
to gain the Bupport of any larso per- 
centage of tbo banking fraternity •* 

Tho commlHBlon says that tho "most 
Important development that baa ivf* 
fcctod Amerlctn banking In rccont 
yeara Involves tho rapid growth of 
multiple banking organizations In tne 
form of fcrflup, chain and branch bap* 
Ing Bystoma " and adds that "we pre- 
tent this report aa an unprejudiced 
economic study and have nn theorle* 
or policies to urge at this time." Th* 
Blalemcnt aaya that tho commleslon'a 
information Indicates there are now 
269 firoup or chain bank systema, 
which control 1922 banks and |15,285,- 
000,000 In aggregate resources, and 
that there aro only six states and tho 
DIrtrlct of Columbia where It docs no' 
flntx any group orgnnlxatlons. 
The CommltBlon'a InveatlgaUon 
"We have been In touch with th* 
managers of many Important bank 
groups," tho report aaya. "Aside from 
tho obvious economies of ccntrallwd 
operation and control a number of 
theso organization heads very frankly 
tcU us that they do not feel that the 
jjyatem has been In operation and 
tested long enough to Justify them In 
making positive or sweeping etate- 
menla aa to Us advantages or dlsad- 
Tautagca compared to unit banking. 

"The Banking and Currency Com- 
inltteo of the House, which la con- 
ducting an Investigation Ttlto banking 
developments, has called a numboi 
of operating heads of some of the greM 
group systems. These men declarea 
that they found, under certain condi- 
tions, dertnlto operating and economic 
advantage In both group and branch 
banking over Independent unit hank 
Ing. Some thought group hanking was 
only a transitional stage, thai branch 
banking was preferable and If U were 
permitted on an extenslvo enough 
Bcale they would change their groups 
over to branch syfltems. Others held 
that group banking was preferable. 

*'Somo held that tho Ideal plan was 
ft combination of tho two with group 
bank units for localities strong enough 
to support complete banking inatltu- 
' liona and with branch offices extend- 
ing further Into the smaller placea 
requiring banking services but not 
largo enough to support complete 
banks. Several of theso who advocated 
multiple banking declared that never- 
theless they believed there would al- 
ways be room for vigorous Indepen- 
dent unit bank competitors. 
Government omdals ExprcBs Views 
"The Comptroller of the Currency 
recommended that national banks be 
given branch banking powers within 
•trade-areas.* Tho Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board appeared to be 
la general agreement with the Comp- 
UoUer. Ho said there were 24,645 
banks and 3,547 branches, n total ot 
28,192 banking offices; that In this 
total, 0.353 offices wero either branches 
or bank members of groups, or both, 
leaving 21,839 banking Institutions 
that might be dettnltely termed inde- 
pendent -unit banks, having no 
branches and In no way connected 
with group afflllntlons. He said all 
tho banks had total loans and invest* 
monU ot $58,500,000,000, of which tho 
group and branch systems held |30,- 
000.000,000, or moro than half. 

"Ho opposed nation-wide brancli 
banking at present but said that ulti- 
mately IE bankers hecamo trained and 
experienced in tho larger technique 
ol 'trade-area' banking he thought It 
•would In tlmo evolve natlon-wldo 
brancii banking under control of rel- 
atively lew banks, but ho did not be- 
lieve thla would mean monopoly or 
lact of compoUtlon. Ho favored 
branch over grOup banking which, 
however, ho aald represented an eco- 
nomic development along 'trade-area' 
lines and would spread unless some- 
thing else were flubetltutcd and thought 
'trade-area' branch banking would 
Borve thlfl purpose. 

"It la tho Intention of the Commls- 
Blon to develop Its own studies in 
Iheao questions, watch carefully every 
move that Is made and every bit ot 
Informatfbn that may dbvelop In thla 
connection and keep itaelf preparorf 
to glTO an unbiased and accurate 
■tatomont ot tlio facta of tho case 
whenever thal-la deairod/' tho report 
concludes.

naed," Dr. Laird sayB. "because, 
orer a period of six years in ex- 
perimonUng with foods.'wo have 
found that It Is rapidly asBlmliatcd, 
and ifl almost Immediately trans- 
formed Into body fuel." 

An apparatus known as a sound 
cage was used to meaauro a blind- 
toldod subject's accuracy In locat- 
hig tho direction of sounds. Aii 
ataxiagraph measured the general 
"toordinatlon of nerves and muscles. 



The subject, equipped with a hel- 
met holding In place an automatic 
pencil extending In an upright po- 
sition above hla head, stood with 
oyes closed and arms extended, 
beneath a diart just reached by 
the pencil. Marka made by Uie 
pencil on the chart showed tho In- 
voluntary body sway. 

Alertness of attention was deter- 
mined by means of a Marietta 
complication clock, a clock with a 
single hand revolving onco a sec- 
ond. A tiny electric bulb clamped 
to the dial was flashed at inter- 



vals. Each time, the student 
undergoing the test was re- 
quired to teil Just where tho 
hand was when the light 
Hashed. Fatlguo results In 
what Is known as "lag of at- 
tention," the subject always 
naming a position ahead of 
that at which the hand really 
was when the light flashed. 
The degree of hunger was 
registered by an Instrument 
that wrote a record of the 
hunger contractlona of tho stomach. 
An Instrument wMch delivered a 
sharp blow on tho victim's leg, just 
below the knee cap, when be was 
least expecting It, supplied Infoi^ 
matlon regarding Inhibition or tae- 
IHtatlon of nervo Impulses. A piece 
of apparatus Involving a compli- 
cated system of weights, and 
known aa ah ergograph, meaaurod 
muscular power. 

Results of the various tests havo 
shown that tho concentrated food 
drink, relying upon tho sugar con- 
tent for Its energy value, had » 
dennitely benellclal result In oft 
setting fatigue and Ita effects. ^Tlio 
Marietta complication clock, «o» 
cording to Dr. Laird, showed that 
the sugarfed students eiperlencad 
a 6.5 per cent Improvement In "lac 
of attention" following oierclse, 
while the augarloaa subjects eat 
fercd a loss of 9.4 per cent 

In tho case of body away, the 
sugar squad had their sway re- 
duced 9.4 per cent, while the others 
showed an Increase of 13.1 per 
cent In sway. Meaaurementa of re- 
action time showed a gain of 3.7 
per cent for the sugar aquad, and 
a loss of 2.1 per cent for the su- 
garless students. Other testa 
showed Tarylng, but similar read- 
ings as a result of the fatigue, 
banishing drink.

What Occurred on Board the 
Marie Celeste. f~ 

WnKN, on NoveinlK.T 7, 1873. the 
Yankee biirk Marie Celeste 
Railed from New Vork for Oenon, she 
carried a cufKo of alcohol In caaka 
nnd waa manned hy an able crew com- 
manded by Capliiln U. 8. Brlg^B, of 
Marlon, Mans. Mrs. IlrlKKS and iho 
captain's two-year-old baby were also 
on hoard, as Cnptaln nrlg»;s thought 
that the full would ho an excetlont 
time for Ihem to cross the Atlantic 
and get at least 'a glimpse of Italy. 
All tho ships In the course which 
the Mario Celeste undoubtedly took 
reported fair weather during the en- 
tire, month of November but, on De- 
cember 4. tho bark was sighted by the 
British schooner Del Gratia not far 
from Gibraltar, Puzzled by tlie manner 
Id which the American boat aeeiiKid to 
be salting— lacking here and there In 
an aimless desultory rnshloa as If no 
one held her wheel. Captain IJoyce of 
the Del Gnitla balled her. but re- 
ceived no reply. TJien. fearing that 
her crew had been stricken with I 
scurvy or one of the otlier nmhidled | 
to which sailors are subject. Cnptaln 
Boyce launched asranll boat and. with- 
out the slightest dlfflculty. boarded 
tho American bark only to find the 
Btrnngest scene that has ever b(»en 
reported on the sea I 

The Marie Celeste had been aban- 
doned by every living soul, yet there 
.wrts not a lifeboat missing nor the 
slightest trace ol a reason for the 
atrddcn disappearance of the captain, 
bis wife and tho crew! 

That everyone hnd been aboard only 
n few hours before was apparent from 
the fact that the lire was still lighted 
In the galley. \d abundance of food 
and water disposed of the theory that 
those on board bad been driven In- 
sane by starvation nnd bad leaped 
overboard. The sailors' chest, Dlled 
with their clothing and containing ii 
considerable amount money, stood In 
the forcastlc. A medicine bottle, stand- 
ing upright on the table In tho cap- 
tain's cabin, was mute evidence that 
the bark had not encountered heavy 
weather, while, upon another table, 
was Mrs. Brlggs" sewing and the Im- 
pression of the brihy's bend was still 
plainly to be seen on the pillow In 
tho crib. . 

Captain Boyce's Hrst action, upon 
finding this strange scene of silent 
desolation, was to examine the ship's 
log. The entries therein covered the 
entire voyage of the vessel from the 
time she bad left New York until the 
day that she was discovered, helpless 
and unmanned. Nowhere In the log 
was there the slightest Indlcatlou of 
any threatened disaster— no mention 
of a storm or the approach of other 
craft. The entry for the previous day 
was brief hut complete, while the space 
for December 4. the day on which the 
Marie Celeste was boarded by the 
nwn from the Del Gratia contained 
the only possible clew to the whole 
affair— a clew which only added to 
the mystery which surrounded the un- 
fortunate ship. Here, in Captain 
Brlggs' handwriUng. , appeared Uio 
four words; 
"Fanny, my dear wife—** . 
That was all. The llnal letter of 
the word "wife" ended In a sharp 
scratch of the pen. as if the captain 
had been Interrupted while making his 
entry. But what had he been going to 
write? Why had words of this kind 
appeared In the log which was other- 
wise devoted to the briefest of state- 
ments concerning the" weather and the 
progress of tho bark? 

One theory, advanced at the time, 
was that tho casks of alcohol In the 
hold had leaked and thnt the fumes 
had rendered everyone on board tho 
ship Insane, causing them to Jump In- 
to the sea. But Captain Boyce's re- 
port, filed after his delivery of the 
bark In Gllbrultar, definitely stated 
that the cargo had been Intact,

As we 
strolled through tho novo and trans- 
cept Inspecting the. restored portions 
nnd windows, o'ccompapled by our 
guide, tho gracious Pere Duuicsnll, 
minor canon attached to the catliedral 
staff, wo remarked to him: "Here Is 
Cotbollc church In Franco.. restored 
by the liberality of an American Bap- 
tist, with an Inscription In German." 
. , "Yes," Interrupted Pere Duraes- 
nil, "in my Father's house are many 
mansions l"— Pierre Van Paassen, In 
the Atlanta Constitution.

ONDON tho city is a Mecca for 
travelers and In known, from 
hooks nnd stories, throughout 
the world. London the port la 
comparatively little known, yet In 
world economics It Is even more Im- 
portant than London the city. The 
story of this great port Involves the 
ships that crowd the Thames from the 
Seven Seas, the varied piles of prod- 
ucts from all corners of the world 
thnt are set down on Tendon qiinys 
and docks, nnd tho fncilltics tor han- 
dling this mighty business of provid- 
ing, necessities and luxuries for a 
great block of the world's consumers. 
The port of London has developed 
as her ships have developed. In her 
2,000 years of history she has known 
the lonp. rakish Viking boats, the lit- 
tle wind-driven ships of the Continent, 
smacks, frigates, clippers; and since 
the advent of steam and the gas en- 
gine, great mechanical greyhounds of 
the sea of ever-lncrcnsing size. 

The smaller ships of the past cen- 
turies found It possible to anchor In 
tho Thames or to tie up to her 
wharves nnd quays. But as Bblps be- 
came larger and more numerous the 
great tidal range of the river was 
found to be more and more trouble- 
some. It wns then that London began 
the construction of the great closed 
dock system which gives her the most 
extensive area of arlHlclal ship basins 
In the world. 

A quay or wharf Is merely a wall or 
platform along the shore of a river or 
inlet. A true dock Is constructed by 
digging Into the bank to construct a 
basin Into which the harbor water 
Mows. A lock and water gates usually 
connect the basin with the outer wa- 
ter. When ships are fioatod into the 
dock at high tido the pates can be 
closed, shutting in enough water to 
fioat the ships even wlien the water 
has dropped far below the necessary 
level outside. In some modern docks 
the water level can be maintained or 
even raised above the high tide level, 
by gigantic pumping plants. 

Growth of the Dock System. 
London's system of docks, now so 
extensive and elaborate, grew by very 
slow degrees. The first little wet dock, 
dug at Blackwall about lOCI, wns used 
merely to outfit ships. Samuel Pepys 
mentions It In his diary. Next, about 
1700, came a larger dock used merely 
as a protected anchorage for ships 
that were to bo long In port This 
bapln came to bo frequented by whal- 
ing ships In Uie Greenland trade and 
was long known ns the Greenland 
dock. The whalers soon realized that 
unloading and the taking on of sup- 
plies could be better accomplbibed In 
tho dock than In the river. Blubber 
factories, storage facilities, and nil 
the Ill-Bnielllng accessories of whaling 
grew np around the basin, which thus 
was first to take on what are the ele- 
mentary docking activities of today. 
These beginnings of the dock sys- 
tem were constructed within a few 
miles of London- bridge. From them 
the system has developed, principally 
down the river Into deeper and deep- 
er water. Tiio West and East India 
docks were built about ISOO. They 
now embrace 127 acres of water ba- 
sins, millions of square feet of ware; 
house space, and more than five miles 
of quays. The so-called London docks, 
tho nearest basins to the bridge, are 
relatively smalV, covering 35 acres of 
water nnd O-T acres of land. Tho Sur- 
rey Commercial docks, built around 
the original Greenland dock, consist of 
147 acres of water, 230 acres of land, 
and C miles of quays. 

Royal Docks the Laroest. 
Tho Royal docks, six or eight miles 
below London bridge, aro tho heart 
of London's dock system, and the most 
extensive Inclosed docks in tho world. 
They consist of tho Royal Victoria 
dock, built In 1855; tho Royal Albert 
dock, completed in 1880; and tho IClng 
Georgo V dock, opened In 1021. To- 
gether they embrace 245 acres of wa- 
ter and extend along tho river for 
three miles. More than half h million 
tons of shipping has been horthed in 
,the8e connected docks at one time. 

Twenty-six miles below London 
bridge ll the molt remote of London's 
shipping basins, tho Tilbury docks. 
Theso were opened in 1880 to accom- 
modate the largest of tho vessels en- 
tering the port and those of the deep- 
est draft. Its now entrance lock Is 
approximately of tho dimensions of 
tho great locks of the Panama canal, 
with a depth of 45 feet In:hoa be- 
Ipw high water. It Is In the Tilbury 
docks that the greatest of tho trans- 



ocean passenger steamships berth— 
siilps of close to 22,000 tons. 

London Is not dependent alone on 
Inclosed docks. Along the fiO miles of 
river which supply the city with po- 
tential port facilities, are many miles 
of open wharves nnd quays. To these 
comes a constant procession of barges, 
coasting boats, and even sizable 
steamers. 

For the past 10 years tho great dock 
system of I^ndon has been under pub- 
lic ownership, managed by the Port of 
Tendon Authority, a corporate body, 
wliose members are In part appointed 
by the admiralty, the London County 
council, and other public organiza- 
tions ; nnd in part are elected hy tax- 
payers and groups particularly inter- 
ested In the port business. The Port 
Authority also controls some open 
wharfage, but the greater portion of 
this Is under private ownership. 

Vast Streams of Trade. 
With Its river. Its scores of miles of 
wharves and docks nnd its vast ware- 
houscs and vaults, tho port of Lon- 
don Is a gateway and a treasure house 
through which nnd Into which pours 
a stream of goods ranging from the 
barest necessities nnd the crudest raw 
materials to the most costly products 
of loom and factory, artist and crafts- 
man. In part the value and volume of 
London's sea-borne trade are owin;; 
to its geographic situnllon between 
continental Europe and the Americas; 
In part to the city's status as head 
and heart of the world-wide British 
empire. 

Many of the docks nnd warehouses 
devote themselves to certain special- 
ties. The old Greenland dock and Its 
neighbors are concerned largely with 
the Baltic, White sea, and Canada 
trade, for the most part made up of 
timber nnd grain. To the West India 
docks come thousands of tons of sug- 
ar, scores of thousands of gallons of 
rum, nnd hard woods. Sugar Is also 
unloaded by the thousands of tons nt 
the Kust India docks along with the 
spices, silks, rugs nnd dozens of other 
commodities from the East. 

The quantities of goods that pass 
over London's docks nnd wharves Is' 
stupendous. The leading Import In 
quantity" Is grain and meals; close to 
70,000,000 bushels are brought In year- 
ly, their value. reaching $125,000,000. 
Such dissimilar articles as tea and 
fresh and frozen meats lead all Im- 
ports In value. More than 8105.000,000 
worth of each arrives annually. The 
greater part of the tea Is for consump- 
tion, tho balance for re-export. The 
meat Is practically all for consump- 
tion, and It Is supplemented by n con- 
siderable . quantity of home-grown 
meat. 

On to the docks pour each year tons 
and tons of butter valued at more 
than $100,000,000, ?50,000,OCO worth of 
cheese, and more than 1,000,000,000 
eggs. There is a steady stream of 
wines nnd spirits In hogsheads, 
"pipes," barrels and bottles. Most of 
these find their way to the under- 
ground vaults of the Port of London 
'Authority where there Is complete 
equipment for blending, bottling, stor- 
ing and aging. There are more than a 
dozen huge vats each with a capacity 
In excess of 20,000 gallons. 

Fortunes In Warehouses. 

This is but a suggestion of the vast 
stream of goods that passes over the 
docks and Into tho warehouses of Lon- 
don. Enough tobacco Is In storage to 
make a smoke screen for the navies 
of the world— the best tobacco timt 
Is afforded by the Americas, Greece, 
Turkey, Burma, China, Sumatra, Bor- 
neo, Cyprus and Africa. Other ware- 
houses contain fortunes In rubber, 
ivory, metals, rare earths, drugs, per- 
fumes, porcelains, fine fabrics and 
laces, feathers, furs and hundreds of 
other commodities that minister to the 
wants ot a complex civilization. In 
1928, fho total net ship tonnage. In 
and out of London was 05,423,081. 

Altliough the London water front is 
called upon to care for ships and 
goods from all the world's continents 
and seas. It baa not wholly a commer- 
cial fiavor. The moat Important build- 
ings In tho empire, the houses of par- 
liament, front on the river, and for 
miles along the banks extend the 
beautifully laid out embankments 
which furnish stately drives olong the 
winding course of the river. The most 

famous at those la tho Victoria em- 
bankment which extends between 

Westminster bridge, near the houses 

of' parliament, and Blnckfrlars bridge,

It Is the first of Us species over re- 
corded in North America, and ther 
only explanation for Its appearance' 
there Is that It must have flowit 
across the Atlantic. The suggestion 
has been Kdvancod that the gull was 
driven mxt to sea by a gale, and 
then, being unable to return to land, 
flew right ncross the ocean. It has 
now been captured and placed on 
exhibition nt tlie Museum of Natural 
History In Boston.
